MOVIE | Civil War 


Kirsten Dunst plays a photographer in this searing snapshot of a country divided 


DRAMA At the beginning of writer-director Alex Gar- 
land’s thrummingly powerful political nightmare—it’s 
about a new Civil War, only this time the nation is split 
more East vs. West than North vs. South—the Presi- 
dent of the United States is running over lines for a 
speech. He’s going to assure the American people that 
their government is winning the battle against the 
secessionist league fronted by California and Texas. 
Nothing less than a decisive military victory is immi- 
nent! Unfortunately Mr. President is played by Parks 
and Recreation’s Nick Offerman, who gives off the 
unformed babyishness of Mr. Stay Puft. Things could 
be worse—remember Jack Nicholson’s Commander 
in Chief in Mars Attacks!?—but you won't be inclined 
to sing “Happy Days Are Here Again,” either. 
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Its the secessionists, in fact, who seem to be 
prevailing—their forces are encroaching on the Cap- 
itol, where the President has been lying low for more 
than ayear. Lee (Kirsten Dunst), a star photojournalist 
working for Reuters, decides that she'll make her way 
down from New York City to Washington, D.C., and 
interview him—it will be the scoop of all time. But the 
country is in a state of anarchy. Quiet communities 
lead without any apparent reason into towns and fields 
torn up by bombs, guns and tanks. It's a jigsaw puzzle 
pieced together by bloody fingers. (You're not even 
sure which soldiers belong to which army.) 

The film nonetheless ends with Lee and her col- 
leagues (including Cailee Spaeny and Narcos' Wag- 
ner Moura) swept into Washington—into the White 
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Priscilla’s

ambitious and 
reckless. 


House itself—as part of a military 
siege driven ahead with blunt, deci- 
sive force. So someone does win here, 
but Garland, who’s shown an incred- 
ibly rich gift for creating quietly 
threatening atmospheres in films like 
the horror masterpiece Annihilation, 
keeps you off-kilter. There are anum- 
ber of transfixingly disorienting set 
pieces, including a surreal shoot-out 
in an abandoned Winter Wonderland. 
But we have no sense of how a peace 
is to be concluded, of the policies and 
tactics of the opponents. Civil War 
belongs more to the tradition of bat- 
tle movies like The Thin Red Line or

Apocalypse Now, in which war is the 
mysterious, ineluctable manifesta- 
tion of human will. So are wrestling 
and the Oscars. 

As a photographer, Dunst’s Lee 
is trying to maintain her profes- 
sional neutrality while documenting 
suffering—until in one extraordinary 
moment she freezes and turns away, 
huddling against a wall in despair. As 
an actress Dunst is a bit like her direc- 
tor—not at all soft or ill-defined, yet 
somehow oblique. Garland is capable of 
strong shock effects, but if he'd directed 
Saving Private Ryan,no one would have 
ever gotten around to accounting for all 
those Ryans. (7n theaters April 12, R)

Next, the father of one stars 
in the third season of HBO’s acclaimed 
drama The White Lotus, though he can 
reveal nothing about his character. “It’s 
currently filming in Thailand,” he says.

2 may be next, and while Goggins is 
busier than ever, he’s here for it. “I’ve 
been working with so many amazing 
people,” he says. “It’s exciting times.” 
Goggins knew from a young age 
that acting could be a prospective 
career. “I grew up ina tiny house with 
my mom in Georgia, raised mostly by 
women: her sisters, my grandmother, 
her friends,” he says of his unconven- 
tional upbringing. “My mom hada 
job with the state but was extreme- 
ly esoteric in her thinking, and her 
friends were amazing. Everyone was 
poor and hippies and living these strange lives.” 
He recalls some of his favorite babysitters. 
“They'd play hide-and-seek with me, but they 
called it ‘Hide and Freak Out.’

A few weeks ago Carnie Wilson baked ап Insta- 
worthy Oreo cake, garnished with cookies and 
whipped cream and dripping with a chocolate 
glaze. After proudly posting a picture of the fin- 
ished product, she declined to indulge in it. “I still 
love to make decadent things, but I’m not tempted 
anymore. Now І have control.” 

For years sugar had the upper hand. “It was my 
kryptonite,” says Wilson, 55. “It took over me.” 

Since stepping into the spotlight in the 90s with 
the Grammy-nominated trio Wilson Phillips, Wil- 
son has struggled publicly with weight, even after 
gastric bypass surgery in 1999 and lap band sur- 
gery more than a decade ago. But in September 
the “Hold On” singer gave up sugar and gluten, 
and since then she’s lost 45 lbs. and 
gained a healthier relationship with 
food, which she celebrates on her 
new cooking show Sounds Delicious, 
premiering April 16 on AXS TV. “1 
feel so much better,” she says. “I treat 
my body with respect now.” 

As the daughter of Beach Boys 
cofounder Brian Wilson and sing- 
er Marilyn Wilson-Rutherford, “I 
didn’t grow up eating dinner around 
the table,” Wilson says. “That wasn’t 
my childhood.” Although she devel- 
oped a love for cooking while mak- 
ing matzo ball soup and chocolate 
chip cookies with her grandma, 
food became acrutch and, she says, 
an addiction. “I have eaten to stuff 
down emotions. I eat when I’m happy, bored, 
anxious, annoyed, angry, frustrated, sad. I will

alcohol and drug addiction in her past and still 
participates in a recovery program. “Food will 
always be emotional for me.” 

Wilson decided to make a change after she 
reached 240 lbs. and was experiencing “gastro- 
intestinal hell” and joint pain. “There was a voice 
going, ‘You've got to change the way you eat. You 
don’t have a choice anymore. It's for your health.” 

After Wilson learned that her cholesterol was 
high and that she was close to being diabetic, her 
doctor suggested trying a weight-loss drug like 
Ozempic to curb her appetite. But the potential 
side effects "scared the s--- out of me;" she says. 
Instead she opted to eliminate sugar and gluten, 
which she thinks contributed to digestion issues. 
“It was hard at first, but now I love it.” 

A typical breakfast these days might be cot- 
tage cheese and blueberries with a few nuts on 
the side and two slices of turkey bacon. Favorite 

snacks include cheese sticks, hard- 
boiled eggs and carrots. “It’s a world 
of difference.

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After years of traveling the world, former flight 
attendant Sarm Heslop was settling into her lat- 
est adventure as a host of luxury yacht cruises 
in the Caribbean.

It was 
2 a.m., and Heslop was nowhere to be seen. Bane 
immediately informed island police and, after be- 
ing told to contact other authorities, called the US. 
Coast Guard before noon that day to report his girl- 
friend’s sudden disappearance. But when officials 
arrived at the boat that afternoon, Bane “appeared

been charged with a crime in connection with 
Heslop’s disappearance—sailed the Siren Song to 
a neighboring island and allegedly had portions 
of the cabin, including the freezer, refitted before 
selling the vessel, which has since been renamed, 
to anew owner. “Deep down in my heart, I know 
we'll probably never find Sarm,” Street, 67, says of 
her daughter. “Closure for me would be to find out 
what happened to her—and whois responsible.” 


Among her friends and family, Heslop was known 
for her infectious love of life and desire to roam. 
Born in Hertfordshire, England, to Street and Peter 
Heslop, she worked for years as an airline flight 
attendant after graduating from college. Heslop quit 
her job in 2016 and moved to the Port of Gibraltar, 
marking her 40th birthday by crossing the Atlantic 
onamonthslong sailing trip to the Caribbean, end- 
ing up in Grenada in 2020. While there she met 
Bane, ayacht captain, on the dating app Tinder and 
began what appeared to be a happy relationship. 
“Ultimately Sarm wanted to keep going and having 
fun in life,” says Vernella. “She wanted a partner that 
she could do all these adventures with.” 

After a trip home to see her family at the end 
of 2020, Heslop joined Bane the following Valen- 
tine’s Dayin St. John, with plans to work with him 
operating high-end cruises aboard his $632,000 
yacht. Less than a month later her friends sus- 
pected foul play when they heard Heslop had 
disappeared from Siren Song. A strong swimmer, 
she could easily have made it the short distance to 


shore that calm early morning, they say. Plus, she 
was known for meticulously planning every as- 
pect of her life, making them doubt that she would 
have intentionally left the boat without her ID and 
phone. “If she knew she was going to make 
a roast on Sunday, she’d start getting the 
pots and pans out on Friday,” says Vernella. 

Within days, in Melbourne, Fla., Bane’s 
ex-wife Corie Stevenson, 46, heard about 
Heslop’s disappearance on TV. Stevenson 
says she immediately informed police in 
St. John of the physical assault she had suf- 
fered at the yacht captain’s hand: Bane was 
convicted of assault and battery, and sen- 
tenced to 31 days after a 2011 attack that left 
Stevenson with a broken tooth. “I was on the 
phone before the show was even over,” says 
Stevenson. 

Speaking on behalf of Bane, now a pilot living 
in Michigan, attorney David Cattie says there’s 
no evidence that Bane had any involvement in 
Heslop’s disappearance. “The people who were 
interviewed that saw them together that day said 
that they were getting along and enjoying each 
other’s company,” says Cattie. “There’s not a sin- 
gle person that has ever indicated in any way that 
Ryan mistreated Sarm.” A spokesperson for the 
US. Virgin Islands Police Department says they 
continue to investigate the case and are working 
with the islands’ attorney general. 

Eager to get answers, Heslop’s friend Zan 
Lawther, 41, manages the awareness campaign 
FindSarm.com. She and others often gather at a 
Southampton, U.K., waterfront once frequent- 
ed by Heslop. Sitting on a bench dedicated in 
her name, they exchange news and memories of 
their missing friend. “We visit whenever we can,” 
says Lawther. “It’s a nice place to reflect—and to 
speak to Sarm.” e

018 Prish DeVito, now 62, found herself 
ing through significant life changes.

of it. ^We did everything we could to keep the 
staff and keep improving the place,” says Prish. 
They hired bands to play on the outdoor pavilion 
and offered to-go food. *It kept the kitchen staff 
working and kept us engaged in the community;"

By 2022 the inn had transformed into the lively 
welcoming destination they envisioned for the 
community. Cathleen's daughter Jackie Bark- 
er, 32, who helps run marketing, and son-in-law 
Darin, 35, aserver, made the move from San Diego 
with their baby, while Dawn's son Nick Costello, 
24, who lived nearby, got on board to pitch in with 
bartending. The sisters say this built-in family 
time has been uplifting and creates a fun-loving 
atmosphere that clients mention in their feed- 
back.

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Whenever Jakob Nowell visits the Bay Area, he 
makes a pilgrimage to Petaluma’s Phoenix The- 
ater to see the stage where his father, Bradley, 
gave his last performance as the frontman ofalt- 
rock act Sublime. The day after his final show, on 
May 25, 1996, Bradley died ofa heroin overdose in 
an area motel, leaving behind his wife and Jakob, 
11 months. Now 28, the same age as his father when 
he died, Jakob is set to make his debut as Sublime’s 
new singer at Coachella on April 13, 
alongside original members Bud 
Gaugh on drums and bassist Eric 
Wilson. “This is my family,” he says. 
“1 consider the bandmates in Sub- 
lime like my uncles.” 

For Jakob, it’s a matter of unfin- 
ished family business. The festival 
date is magnitudes bigger than Brad- 
ley’s last gig for 900 fans at the Phoe- 
nix. He died just two months before 
his band’s breakthrough self-titled 
album was released, sending hits like “Santeria” 
onto the charts. Jakob’s decision to step behind 
the micwas for his father—and fans. “There’s been 
people asking me to join the band since I was 12, 
and it was something I never wanted to do,” he 
says. For the last 10 years he’s kept busy with his 
own music, including his most recent project, 
Jakobs Castle, and he was reluctant to sing the 
songs of the father he never knew. “It’s emotion- 
ally complicated. I don’t want to step on the toes 
of a passed family member.” 

Talks ofa Sublime reunion had already been in 
the works last fall when Jakob visited the Phoe- 
nix Theater, where he stumbled onto an addic- 
tion recovery meeting not far from where his 
father had died. Jakob joined the meeting and

shared his struggles with alcohol 
and drug abuse that began when he 
was 12, growing up with his mother, 
Troy, and stepfather in San Diego. 
“It was а big party household with lots of chaos 
and craziness,” he says. “There were times when 
I was almost dead on the bathroom floor, throw- 
ing up blood and having seizures." Now sober for 
seven years, Jakob found catharsisin opening up 
aboutthe defining tragedy of his life at the place 
where his father last performed. *It was like this 
multigenerational saga was unfolding,” he says. 

To Jakob itall appeared more than mere coinci- 
dence: His age, the occasion, the location and even 
the name ofthe venue seemed packed with sym- 
bolism. “A phoenix is a rebirth from the ashes,” he 
says. The signs were impossible for him to ignore. 
The next day he called his manager: The Sublime 
reunion was officially on. 

Jakob admits that the first time they played 
together in rehearsals was “weird” for all parties: 
“Imagine your dead best friend’s kid is there! It 
was emotional.” But Jakob’s anxiety eased when 
he picked up his father’s custom guitar, used on 
many of the original recordings: “I call it ‘the Rec- 
tifier’ It’s my heirloom—the family axe.” 

While Jakob is set to drop his debut album 
with Jakobs Castle, Enter: The Castle, on 
April 12, he won’t be writing any new songs to 
record with Sublime. Instead he’s savoring the 
chance to get to know his father through his 
music. “When we create art, it contains pieces 
of you,” he says. “Those things create this map of 
a person you've never met. I think stepping into 
this role has given me a lot of closure. The story 
feels complete.” ө
